RIDLEY ROAD REVAMP 


R IDLEY Road Market 
is set to receive over 
£1.5 million in funding to 
help traders compete in a 
changing high street. 

Improvements at the market 
could include greener spaces for 
traders and shoppers, new stalls, 
free wifi and handheld payment 
machines, as part of a joint 
funding package from the 
Council and the Mayor of 
London’s Good Growth Fund. 

The project delivers on a key 
pledge of the Council’s ‘Dalston 
Conversation’ engagement 


exercise to protect and improve 
the market, while retaining its 
unique character and history. 

Nearly one-third of people 
who have responded to the 
conversation so far have 
commented on Ridley Road, 
with 70 per cent of those saying it 
needed improvement or they felt 
it was at risk. One in five said it 
was what they loved about the 
area, or is their favourite place. 

The Mayor of Hackney, 

Philip Glanville, said: “Dalston 
is changing, but Ridley Road 
Market is here to stay. We are

F OUR Hackney 
residents have had 
their extraordinary 
contributions to 
British society recognised 
in this year’s New Year’s 
Honours list. 

The NSPCC’s chief 


adviser on child protection, 
Phillip Noyes, said he was 
‘pleased and honoured’ to 
receive an OBE. The Stoke 
Newington resident began 
his career as a social worker 
over 40 years ago and 
went on to help shape the 
Children’s Act 1989, which 
remains the core piece of 
child protection legislation 
in England. 

Fellow Stoke Newington 
resident Jessica Kingsley 
received a British Empire 
Medal (BEM) for her 
services to people with 
autism. She said: “Em truly 
delighted that the #autism 
list we started has received 
this lovely recognition.” 

Jessica founded the 
publishing house Jessica 
Kingsley Publishers from 
her Hackney living room 
in 1987, with the aim of 
dispelling prejudices around 
the disorder. Today it 
remains the UK’s leading 
autism publisher. 

Alicia Weston, from 
London Fields, was also 
a recipient of a BEM for 
services to the community. 

The former investment 
banker launched Bags of 
Taste in 2010, teaching 
people how to cook healthy 
meals for just £1 a portion. 

The not-for-profit 
organisation has now 
delivered over 200 courses

to more than 1,500 students 
in the past three years alone. 

Alicia said: “I feel pleased 
that Bags of Taste has got 
some recognition because 
it’s not just my work, but 
also that of the over 300 
volunteers that we have 
across the UK, who have 


worked really hard for years 
to make Bags of Taste what 
it is today.” 

Alicia also runs the 
Parkholme Supper Club, 
which raises money for 
Medecins Sans Frontieres in 
Dalston, where Sam Mullins 
was awarded an OBE for 


his 24 years of service to 
the London Transport 
Museum, of which he is 
the director. 

Sam said: “Being 
recognised in this way 
proves that museums 
have a big role to play in 
people’s lives. 

“My colleagues and I 
are developing new ways 
to inspire people to get 
involved with museums - 
through unique experiences, 
employability, skills, 
training and volunteering.”

Holocaust Memorial Day service 

THE Council is set to host a Holocaust Memorial Day 
(HMD) ceremony later this month. 

HMD is an annual international day of remembrance for 
the victims of the Holocaust and other genocides. The 
theme for this year is ‘Torn from Home’. 

To mark the day, the Speaker of Hackney is inviting 
residents to attend the ceremony on 28 January. The 
ceremony, which will take place in the Council Chamber, 
Hackney Town Hall, at 10am, will last one hour. The 
service will include songs, readings and candle lighting. 

After the service the Speaker will lay a 
floral tribute at the Holocaust Memorial 
Tree in the Town Hall Square.

Council flushed with success 

THE Council received five Platinum Awards at the 
annual Loo of the Year Awards 2018, held last month, in 
recognition of its support and performance in delivering 
this essential service.

Ridley Road, near the market; Wilton Way, at the front of 
the Town Hall; Stanway Street, near the market; Stamford 
Hill, near the housing office; and The Narrow Way. 



First step in redevelopment plans for Haggerston Baths 



THE redevelopment of 
the Haggerston Baths site 
has reached a milestone, 
with the Council signing 
an agreement to lease 
the building to developer 
Castleforge Partners. 

The document formalises 
the agreement between the 
Council and developer. 

Castleforge will press 
ahead with producing a 
planning application for the 


site. In consultation with 
the community and the 
Council, Castleforge will 
now refine its plans. 

Under the terms of the 
agreement for the lease, it 
will be required to achieve 
planning permission by 
June 2021. Castleforge will 
cover the cost of the work 
and when the building is 
complete will take a lease 
and pay an annual rent. 


The Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, said: 

“This is a significant step in 
bringing this iconic building 
back into use and opening it 
up to the community again. 

“I know some local 
residents were keen to see 
the pool reinstated, but 
despite our best efforts to 
find a developer able to 
provide a pool, it simply 
wasn’t a viable option. 


“However, a crucial 
part of Castleforge’s bid 
was their commitment to 
opening up this much-loved 
building to the public, as 
well as providing much- 
needed work space.” 

A spokesperson for 
Castleforge added: “We 
are honoured to have 
been chosen by Hackney 
residents as the preferred 
partner to bring this iconic 


heritage asset back into use. 

“We are keen to develop 
a space for entrepreneurs, 
creators, businesses and 
Hackney residents and a 
facility that residents can be 


proud to see operating in 
their community. 

“We look forward to 
working with the Council 
and the local community 
on this exciting project.”

F IVE years after the 
independent - and 
determinedly East 
End - publishing 
house first burst onto the 
scene, Hoxton Mini Press 
has launched a new book, 
with some of Hackney’s 
most colourful, unsung 
heroes and landmarks 
between its covers. 

‘East London Photo 
Stories’ brings together a 
selection of pictures from 
the publisher’s first 13 titles. 
Flick through its colourful 
pages and you’ll find 
photographer Jenny Lewis’ 
bittersweet documentation 
of Hackney women within 
24 hours of birth. 

The heroic swimmers 
who enter the waters of 
the London Field Lido 
come rain, shine or snow 
are depicted by Madeleine 
Waller, while the titans of 
the Hackney Marsh football 
pitch are celebrated by 


Joseph Markovitch on: 


Fashion: 

“In the old days, when a 
man went to see the opera 
he had on a bowler hat. If 
you were a man and you 
walked in the street without 
a hat on your head you were 
a lost soul. People don’t 
wear hats any more... but 
they wear everything else, 
don’t they?” 

Technology: 

“Computers can start wars 
if you’re not careful. You 
press the wrong button 
and a bomb goes off. In my 
time, if a woman wrote on a 
typewriter and she pressed 
the wrong key she just took 
the paper out and put it in 
the basket. Now you press 
a button and the whole 
economy collapses. There 
is all different computers. 
There are ones that send 
satellites up in the air. They 
are really complicated.” 


photographer Chris Baker. 

One local hero, however, 
stands out. Joseph 
Markovitch was 86 Vi 
when Hoxton Mini Press 
co-founder Martin Usborne 
spotted him from the 
window of his studio. 

Martin recalls: “He 
looked totally at odds to the 
neon youth that surrounded 
him in Hoxton Square - old 
trousers, too-big suit, old 
plastic bag - that I thought 
he must be an outsider. 

“Turns out he was the 
true local, having been born 
and bred here, whilst all the 
rest of us, myself included, 
were passing through. But 
beyond that, I was struck by 


his openness. He spoke to 
everyone and anyone. Not 
many people in London do 
that, but people returned his 
interest and spoke back. It 
was good to see.” 

The two struck up an 
unlikely friendship, the 
photographer writes in the 
new book, despite Joseph 
being: “born in 1927 into 
a Hoxton of raucous music 
halls and grinding poverty 
[he represented] the old East 
London,” while Martin 
himself epitomised the 
new: “all coffee shops and 
creative buzz.” 

The friendship changed 
the entire direction of 
Martin’s professional life: 


“He inspired me to take 
his portrait, which inspired 
me to be his friend. Which 
inspired me to document 
his life. Which inspired a 
book. Which inspired more 
books. Which inspired 
Hoxton Mini Press.” 

Joseph died on 26 January 
2013, and Hoxton Mini 
Press have now published 
46 books, but his photos 
remain some of Martin’s 
absolute favourites. So 
it makes sense that the 
latest book, celebrating 
‘the beauty of books and 
the beauty of East-ness’ as 
Martin puts it, should open 
with photos of, and quotes 
from, Joseph.

Joseph Markovitch on: 


His childhood: 

“I was born right by Old 
Street roundabout on 
January 1st, 1927. Some 
of the kids used to beat 
me up-but in a friendly 
way. Hoxton was full of 
characters in those days. 
The Mayor was called 
Mr Brookes and he was 
also a chimney sweep. 
Guess what? Before the 
coronation, he was putting 
up decorations and he 
fell off a ladder and got 
killed. Well, it happens. 
Then there was a six- 
foot-tall girl, she was 
really massive. She used 
to attack people and put 
them in police vans. Maria 
was her name. Then there 
was Brotsky who used to 
kill chickens with a long 
stick. His son’s name 
was Monty. That’s not 
a common one, is it? 
‘Monty Brotsky’.”

The newly refurbished Hackney Town Hall Vaults opened to the 
public on 31 May. 


RESIDENTS from two of Hackney’s largest estates - 
Woodberry Down and King’s Crescent - mingled with their 
neighbours and enjoyed the fantastic activities on offer at 
community fun days on 9 and 16 June (above). 

A total of 1,073 children and adults from 42 
schools cycled around Hackney for Bike 
Around the Borough on 28 June (inset). 

More than 400 pupils from 36 primary 
schools took to Hackney Marshes on 
26 June in the Personal Bests finals, the 
largest event of its kind in 
the UK.

Hundreds of residents donned their festive finery to attend the 
annual Winterfest party at the Woodberry Down estate on 12 
December (below). 


Fourteen medals were given out at 
the Hackney Youth Sports Awards, 
on 5 December, recognising the 
achievements of the borough’s sports 
people, teams, coaches and schools. 


Hackney Empire celebrated 20 years 
of pantos with ‘Aladdin’, taking 
the audience on a magical 
mystery tour through Ha-Ka- 
Ney, in the Far East End. 


MORE than 100 of Hackney’s community leaders came 
together on 12 April to discuss the increase in violent crime in 
the borough and across London. Representatives from youth 
organisations, the Council, housing associations, police, faith 
groups, charities, the voluntary sector, and young people and 
local MPs formed a united community voice against violence. 


Three of Hackney’s First World

HACKNEY united to mark the 100th anniversary of the end of 
the First World War at the Remembrance Sunday parade and 
service on 11 November (below). 


Young people voted to decide who should be elected to 
represent them on the Hackney Youth Parliament. Twenty 
young people, aged 11 to 19 were elected, following voting in 
the borough’s schools and youth hubs (above). 


Residents, businesses and voluntary group representatives 
shared their ambitions for the future of Dalston at the Council- 
led ‘Dalston Conversation’ 
meeting on 27 November. 

The Council held 16 days of 
action, as part of the UN’s global 
campaign to help eliminate 
gender-based violence.

I feel like I have a real

I ’VE always believed 
that if you want to 
change things, you 
have to do it from the 
inside,” says Detective 
Chief Superintendent 
Sue Williams. 

It’s a mantra that’s 
helped to shape her career, 
from rookie officer to 
the woman in charge of 
policing in two of London’s 
busiest boroughs. 

Det Ch Supt Williams 
became Commander of 
the Metropolitan Police’s 
newly established Central 
East Borough Command 
Unit (BCU)- which 
includes Hackney and 
Tower Hamlets - last year. 

In a career spanning over 
35 years, this is the job 
she’s always wanted: “I 
love it,” she says, smiling 
proudly as she goes on to 
explain her vision for her 
new team. 

“The Borough 
Command Units saw the 
Met switch from 32 units 
based on the boroughs 
to 12 command units. 

At the time this was first 
discussed, I was Borough 
Commander at Tower 
Hamlets, so I started to 
make those connections 
early on to help prepare 
both teams. 

“While I didn’t expect 
to become commander of 
the new unit, I wanted to 
make sure that we were 
in a strong position when 
it happened. 

“It meant we could make 
changes to the design of the 
BCU model to make sure 
we could incorporate the 
existing good work already 
going on - like the work we 
do with the Council 
around the Integrated 
Gangs Unit and CCTV. 
Things that had been 
developed locally that were 


working really well.” 

Since taking up the post, 
her priority has been for 
her and the team to get 
to know local people and 
understand their concerns: 
“Under the BCU model, 
each ward has two officers 
and one Police Community 
Support Officer. 

“Neighbourhood 
policing is really important 
in making people feel safer 
and building relationships. 

“We also rolled out 
a scheme called ‘My 
Investigation’, which sees 
frontline cops investigate 
local crime, so that rather 
than people having to 
deal with a number of 
different officers during 
an investigation, they have 


one point of contact. 

“It’s obviously better for 
victims of crime, but it’s 
better and more fulfilling 
for officers too.” 

Following high-profile 
incidents of violent crime, 
Det Ch Supt Williams 
has been keen to take a 
transparent approach: 

“I understand that some 
people - particularly young 
people - don’t trust the 
police, and I really want to 
demystify policing; I want 
us to be open, transparent 
and accessible. 

“I was at an event the 
Council organised last year, 
which brought partners 
together to think about 
how we can work together 
to tackle violent crime. 

“It was fantastic to see 
so many different local 
organisations who wanted 


to work together, because 
we can’t do this alone, 
and I’m keen to work 
even more closely with 
our partners across the 
borough to do everything 
we can - not just to prevent 
knife crime - but to 
support vulnerable adults 
and children too. 

“There’s a great 
community spirit in 
Hackney, and we 
can achieve so much 
more together.” 

During three decades 
at the Met, Det Ch Supt 
Williams has worked in 
eight different boroughs, 
as well as in various crime 
squads at Scotland Yard. 

She is an experienced 
hostage negotiator, is the 
force’s lead Responsible 
Officer for domestic abuse, 
stalking and harassment, 


and last year was awarded 
the Queen’s Policing Medal 
in her Birthday Honours. 

As one of three female 
BCU commanders in 
London she is a strong 
advocate for women 
and people from ethnic 
minorities joining the Met. 

“When I joined in the 
early 80s, just three per 
cent of officers were BME 
and eight per cent were 
women. It was very hard, 
and as a young officer I 
experienced a lot of sexism. 

“At one point I was one 
of just two women on 
the central drug squad, 
alongside 100 men. It was 
the highest and lowest 
point of my career. I loved 
the work, but the way I 
was treated was awful. 

“It made me determined 
to take promotion and to 
reach a position where I 
could make a difference 
and support people into the 
police, people who might 
not feel it’s for them. 

“It’s important we 
recruit people with 
different experiences and 


backgrounds to make a 
real difference to policing.” 

The job is, she says, 24/7: 
“I’m always on call, always 
checking emails, but I do 
try to relax when I can.” 

In Hertfordshire, where 
she lives with her husband 
and teenage daughter, she 
enjoys horse riding, cycling 
and tennis. 

Det Ch Supt Williams 
has a busy year ahead, 
with plans to improve 
safeguarding work 
with primary schools, 
youth organisations and 
vulnerable adults across a 
borough that already has a 
place in her heart. 

“My mum was born 
in Hackney and went 
to what’s now Clapton 
Girls’ Academy. 

“It’s been great spotting 
places she talked about as 
I’ve been going about the 
borough,” she says. 

“I feel like I have a real 
connection to the borough, 
and I’m really enjoying 
the opportunity to get 
to know it and the local 
community better.”

Make sure 
they can be seen by others 
Reflectors - required by law 
on all bikes built since 1990

from the kerb and ride far 
enough away from parked 
cars to avoid opening doors 
Cycle considerately -

Gardening group wins funds

gardening initiative. It provides a welcoming space for 
LGBTQI+ people of all ages to learn to grow edible plants in 
an urban environment. 

Last year, Tesco asked its London customers to vote for 
small charities that deserved funds during the annual 
Pride celebrations. Rainbow Grow received overwhelming 
support, and won the biggest pot of funding in the Bags of 
Help community grant scheme.

More School Streets proposed

Cllr Feryal Demirci, Deputy Mayor, said: “I’m delighted 
to announce the consultations for our next two School 
Streets, which form part of our wider ambitions to 
reclaim our neighbourhoods for people - not cars - 
improve the borough’s air quality and get more people 
walking and cycling.”

A new secondary school - City of London Academy 
Shoreditch Park - has already opened in a temporary site 
by Haggerston Park. The places this school is providing 
are still needed, and the school is due to move to its 
permanent site, on the Britannia Leisure Centre site, 
in 2021.

LGBTQI+ service launched 
for better mental health 

A NEW service has launched to support the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender, queer and intersex (LGBTQI+) 
community in East London who may be experiencing 
mental health issues. 

Rainbow Mind is a group founded by the City, Hackney 
and Waltham Forest branch of the charity Mind. Based 
at the Wellbeing Centre on Homerton Row, it meets 
fortnightly to help reduce social isolation for LGBTQI+ 
individuals and offers support that is inclusive, sensitive 
and non-judgmental.

Hackney GPs are among the 
best for long-term health care 


RESIDENTS living with major and chronic health conditions 
are getting some of the best healthcare in the country from 
local GP practices, according to latest NHS figures. 

The figures analysing the 194 clinical commissioning 
groups (CCGs) in England show that Hackney GP practices 
now come first for the way they care for patients living with 
a range of long term health conditions. This includes blood 
pressure control, diabetes, lung congestion and breathing 
problems, asthma and stop smoking advice. 

Hackney GPs also came fourth in England - and top in 
London - for care in atrial fibrillation, treating the highest 
number of patients with an irregular heartbeat, and joint 
second place in England for their work in helping diabetics 
to keep cholesterol at safe levels.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2018. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2018. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.

• 1 red onion (sliced) 

• 2 cloves of garlic (crushed) 

• 750g beetroot (roughly cut) 

• 2 butternut squash (peeled, cut into

• 1 kg baby spinach (washed)

•400g goat's cheese (crumbled) 

• 10Og pumpkin seeds (toasted)
